OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Okla.— The 
Oklahoma 
Education 
association, 
which has as its membership the 
school teachers of the state, is this 
year far in advance of any preceed­ 
ing year in the percentage of teach­ 
ers enrolled at this season, accord­ 
ing to M. A. Nash, secretary of the 
association, which has 
its 
head­ 
quarters at the state capitol here. 
On November 2 cf this year the 
association 
had an enrollment of 
10,000 which may be compared with 
an enrollment on October 20 last 
year, Mr. Nash said. At the time 
he made these figures public the 
teachers’ meetings in various parts 
of 
the state, 
which 
ended 
their 
sessions Saturday, were in progress 
and he estimated that in the course 
of the meetings at least 2,000 addi- 
I tional members would be obtained 
j by the association.

Mr. Nash said that the peak of 
membership of the association near 
the close of last year was 14,867 
teachers, or *99.8 per cent 
of 
all 
school teachers in the state, includ­ 
ing substitutes. The

teachers in the state this year, he 
said, was 15,500, not including sub­ 
stitutes. He estimated the probable 
maximum membership this year at 
16,000..

In some places the rise af the 
river was so 
sudden that 
people 
who were in the fields tending their 
cattle or crops were cut off. Many 
were compelled to take refuge in 
trees until the floods subsided. Oth­ 
ers were rescued by relief parties. 
Flanks were tied together and let 
down from railway bridges on the 
Ramganga, enabling a number of 
people struggling in the water to 
be hoisted to safety. 
The railway line between Kath- 
garh and Got has been washed out 
for about seven-hundred feet, and 
cannot be repaired for some time.

possible with outlying villages.

There is scarcely a house in the 
Soviet capital which was not bullet 
marked, more or less, in the fight­ 
ing, and some of the large** build­ 
ings were peppered with lead and 
steel from rifles, machine guns and 
shrapnel. Within the last few weeks 
hundreds of workmen have been en­ 
gaged in the task of filling the 
bullet holes with cement and putty, 
and in many instances the walls 
have been painted, thus wiping out 
the visible scars of the days of 
terror which swept the Bolsheviki 
into power.
